Wartburg  College's  wrestling 
team  proved  many  things  in  the 
1997-98  season. 

First  and  foremost,  the  team 
knew  that  if  anyone  was  going  to 
beat  them,  it  sure  wouldn't  be 
anyone  in  the  Iowa  Conference. 

In  what  was  dubbed  a 
"rebuilding"  season  by  most 
prognosticators  and  pre-season 
publications,  Wartburg  finished 
national  runners-up  to  Augsburg 
(Minn.),  at  the  NCAA  Division  III 
Tournament,  held  at  nearby  Young 
Arena,  in  Waterloo,  March  6-7.

Junior  Ben  Shane  of  Iowa  Falls 
won  the  NCAA  National  Title  at 
142  pounds. 


"I've  never  wrestled  this  well,"  said  Shane, 
a  mid-season  transfer  from  Iowa  State. 

Josh  Dodd,  190  pounds  and  also  a  transfer, 
was  the  other  finalist  for  the  Knights  taking 
second  place. 

Four  others  also  earned  AU-American 
honors:  1 1 8-pounder  Zach  Weiglein  and 
134-pound  Nick  Mitchell  earned  third  place; 
177-pound  Chris  Ortner,  sixth;  and  158- 
pound  Mike  Alesch,  eighth. 

All  but  Ortner  and  Alesch  return  for  1998- 
99. 

Wartburg  set  some  school  records  in  the 
97-98  season  including  extending  their  Iowa 
Conference  championship  run  to  six  straight 
years  and  breaking  the  mark  dual  meet 
victories.  The  Knights  also  sent  all  ten  of  its 
athletes  to  the  finals  of  the  Iowa  Conference 
Tournament,  a  history-making  event. 

"One  of  the  more  fun  years  I've  had,"  said 
head  coach  Jim  Miller.  "People  thought  that 
we'd  get  knocked  off."

"Trips  like  these 
make  the  leadership  of 
every  individual  shine 
through,"  said  team- 
leader  Julie  Brown 
after  her  week  in 
Denver,  Colo.  The 
group  of  14  drove  14 
hours  to  their 
destination  in  the 
Rockies  and  stayed  at  a  I 
church  on  Colfax 
Street,  which  is  labeled 
the  "worst  street  in 
Denver." 

Brown  said  the 
group  had  the 
opportunity  to  see  what  I 
life  on  Colfax  was  like 
from  the  perspective  of 
its  inhabitants. 

"It  challenged  me  to  look  deeper... into  what  places  and  people  have  to  offer,"  said  Brown. 

The  group  split  into  two  groups  and  went  to  different  locations  every  day.  They  volunteered  at  a  safe  house 
for  battered  women,  a  Ronald  McDonald  House,  food  banks,  the  Gathering  Place  for  homeless  women  and 
Urban  peak  for  runaway  teens. 

"My  favorite  place  was  the  Food  Bank  or  the  Rockies.  We  spent  the  entire  day  sorting  Snapple,"  said 


Brown. 

Brown  said  she  was  impressed  by  how  well-run  the 
service  organizations  are.  She  said  she  was  the 
importance  of  working  behind  the  scenes. 

Emily  Decker,  a  team  member,  said  her  view  of 
homeless  people  changed  completely.  "They  are  normal 
adults  and  normal  kids." 

Brown  said  the  group  spent  a  lot  of  time  on  Colfax 
talking  to  the  people.  "Most  of  these  people  just  want 
someone  who  will  listen,"  said  Decker. 

Brown  said  it  is  incredible  what  you  can  learn  in  just 


one  week  on  a  trip,  encountering  different 
people.  She  said  it  is  real  life,  so  much 
more  than  school  is. 

"The  people  who  go  on  these  trips  want 
to  do  service.  It  was  great  to  see  people  I 
hardly  even  knew  putting  their  whole 
hearts  into  it,"  Decker  said  of  her  group. 

"I  really  appreciate  going  on  these 
trips,"  said  Brown,  "everyone's  gifts  and 
talents  come  together." 

Brown  said  she  encourages  students  to 
lead  a  service  trip  because  it  would  allow 
even  more  students  the  opportunity  to 
participate.
